ACARTHUR PRACTICALLY never leaves. Tokyo, 

which is another odd and suggestive point. He went 

to Manila for the celebration of the Filipino Independence 

Day on July 4, 1946, and to. Seoul for the proclamation of 

the Korean Republic in August, 1948. On ‘his first trips 

to Korea in 1950 he invariably contrived to return to 
Tokyo by nightfall of the day he left. 

What is more, in Tokyo itself, he almost never varies 
from a fixed routine. Twice a day he drives the short 
distance from the American embassy, where he lives, jo 
the Dai-Ichi Building, where he works, and back. Occa- 
sionally of course there are, visiting dignitaries to meet or 
see off at Haneda Airport, military functions .to attend, 
and the like. 


But by and large the mile and a quarter between 
the Embassy and the Dai-Ichi constitutes the entire 
physical experience of his life in Tokyo. This—and 
only this—is the sum total of his arc.

Along the line of 
march, several spectators ducked 
under the arms of restraining po- 
lice, ran into the street and shook 
the hand of the man who ruled 
90,000,000 Japanese for nearly 
six years. For all he had a good- 
natured response. 

There was a blizzard of paper 
on Montgomery Street in the fi- 
nancial district as torn ticker tape 
and pages from telephone books 
came showering down.

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An Important Day for the Nation 


WASHINGTON—It is a tense and ex- 
cited capital city that awaits the Gen. Mac- 
Arthur appearance before the Congress 
Thursday noon. Some of the tension has 
been rélieved by the good humor of the 
President and the cancellation of his speech 
before the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors so that the returning general may 
have all the attention. But it is still a 
tense city. 

It is an important day for the nation 
and certainly the American people have 
every right to expect of the President and 
the General that they both do all they can 
to close the breach and restore unity and 
the continuation of a bipartisan approach 
to foreign affairs. 

Reportedly a small group of Republi- 
cans are urging the General to swing with 
both fists and to tear into his critics and 
the President. | 

The General will hardly do this. He is 
a great American and one who has served 
his country well. The fact that he appar- 
ently has a liking for politics and that he 
is the representative symbol of the most 
bitterly reactionary group in America has 
caused this group to make him also a sym- 
bol of what they will seek to write into 
the Republican platform at the convention 
next year. 

But the General will hardly gratify 
their wishes to have him further divide 
the nation with a heated, partisan speech 
before the Congress. The more responsi- 
ble leadership has been privately urging 
a general sort of discussion before the Con- 
gress with sharper comménts before the 


Their Work Is Cut Out 


Georgia’s 159 counties, representing 159 
political entities, have been talking over 
their problems through their Commission- 
ers in convention at Savannah. These prob- 
lems are almost_as varied and as numerous 
as the counties themselves. 

No one can tell exactly how Georgia’s 
system of counties grew. We have more 
counties per square mile of area and popu- 
lation than any other State. Outside of 
a political revolution, we are apt to con- 
tinue to have them. People of all these 
counties jealously guard their independ- 
ence and uphold their local governments, 
no matter how uneconomical the multi- 
plicity of units may be. 

Most of our counties have been hard 


pressed of late for adequate funds to fur- 


nish roads, welfare, schools, courts and the 
many other services that the public has 
come to expect of local government. 

Tax rates vary from county to county 
and assessments vary just as much. Boards 
of assessors in some counties, the same 
men on the same job for years, haven't 
increased evaluations since the turn of 
the century. 

Other counties have raised both assess- 
ments and tax rates, but cost of material 
and labor have risen so much faster that 
the county officials still can’t keep up with 
the demand for more and better service. 


They Just Can’t Wait for 


Members of the Dodge County Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee, in closed ses- 
sion last week, set the date of the county 
primary for July 25, 1951. The successful 
candidates would take office on Jan. 1, 1953. 

That means a span of 17 months between 
election and installation. That means one 
month over a year and a half in which a 
defeated incumbent could govern with no 
thought to his political future. 

Now that could be good or bad, depend- 
ing on the man. That is beside the point. 

The point is that when politicians meet 
suddenly and secretly and set a primary 
date 17 months before the expiration of 
terms of office, those who haven’t been let 
in on the secret smell a rat. That is true 
in Dodge County, according to Edwin 
Methvin’s Eastman Times-Journal, and the 
odor has drifted as far as Atlanta. 


House and Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittees. That, we trust, will be the Gen- 
eral’s course, buf none knows. Hence, the 
tension and the mounting excitement. 

Politics continues to dominate the en- 
tire picture. The more stable Republican 
leadership already is worried less their 
next campaign be distorted by the Mac- 
Arthur controversy. Some feel the Gen- 
eral’s position makes it even more nec- 
essary for the party to draft Gen. Eisen- 
hower so that the plans for defense of 
Europe and the Atlantic Pact in general 
may be saved. These Republicans are not 
willing for the party to be committed to 
the General’s “Asia first” program. 

Gen. Bradley’s speech, which protested 
the “Asia first” plan, had a good effect. 
Republicans’ fear is that those members of 
their party who are whooping it up the 
loudest for Gen. MacArthur might cause 
Gen. Eisenhower to feel he could not be a 
candidate of a party committed to Asiatic 
defense to the exclusion of Europe. 

Many Republican Senators privately 
have said they are eager to question the 
General on the basis for some of his more 
controversial views. 

At any rate, the entire episode is being 
played out before a political background 
in which the nation’s welfare is, for the 
present time at least, being given only sec- 
ondary consideration. 

We fervently hope the General will do 
what he can to restore unity. He could 
confound his critics and raise himself to 
an even higher position in the esteem of 
the nation by so doing. —R. M.

Certainly it is proper that the’military genius who directed the 
successful war with Japan should receive—with accrued interest— 
the homecoming honors traditionally reserved for returning heroes. 


But, at least in my case, the hails for the conquering hero must 


be tempered by complete concurrence with John Gunther's appraisal 
of the record as showing him “deliberately, flagrantly disobedient 
to his superiors . . . apparently guilty of qpnduct that he would 
not have tolerated for an instant from one of his own subordinates.” 


It was gratifying to note, in this connection, that of all the 
indignant mail precipitated by my last week’s’ intimation that I 
still was not ready to add MacArthur to the holy trinity, not one 
of the “Dear sir, you rat” letters came from a mémber of the 
armed forces. Indeed, the reaction of servicemen, both- present 
and past, seems to be that they had rather trust the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff in the second place and that MacArthur, as a soldier, 
should have kept out of politics and policy-making in the first. 


It is just as well. If the armed forces were as enraptured of 
the idea of the General’s tmmortality as most of the civilian popu- 
lation, we would have a military coup in this country before the 
end of the week. And, for all my realization that government by 
civilians gets off on some pretty awful detours, I am not yet ready 
to hang Harry Truman to a sour apple tree and go lock-stepping 
off after a man on horseback. 


On with the celebration. Let political partisanship be put away 
and acclamation be unconfined. And if my “huzzahs” are a trifle 
less vociferous than the rest, it’s only because I want it distinctly 
understood that I’m cheering for MacArthur’s services in 1945...

Was Martyr Role 


$ 
General’s Choice? 


WASHINGTON—Gen. MacArthur’s disregard 
of Presidential directives has been so pointed 
that many seasoned observers are inclined to the 

view that he deliberately forced the issue of his removal with one 
of two objectives in mind. Either he was determined to achieve 


. absolute authority in dictating our Far Eastern policy or he was 


out to clothe himself with a sensational martyrdom. 


Of the two propositions, it is possible to build up a more plau- 
sible thesis on the idea of martyrdom. As a man long indoctri- 
hated in the stern discipline of army life, he must have known 
that he could not successfully challenge the constitutional authority 
of the President. He therefore forced the President’s hand. 


Prelude The prelude to the drama that has since been un- 

folded may be said to have started with the trip Mac- 
Arthur made to Formosa back in early August of last year, during 
initial stages of the Korean War. He flew there to discuss with 
Chiang Kai-shek plans for the island’s defense. We had sought to 
neutralize the fighting between Chiang and Communist China; 
hence the MacArthur visit was a red flag in the face of the Com- 
munists, who exploited the martial sentiment he uttered about 
Formosa. : 

All of this caused some uneasiness in Washington, and it 
caused even greater concern among our friends and allies. Presi- 
dent Truman, believing that the General had a mistaken idea 
about American foreign policy, sent, Averell Harriman, special 
White House adviser on foreign affairs, on a mission to see Mac- 
Arthur and set him right. 

Everything apparently went well with the Harriman mission, 
but MacArthur soon demonstrated that he had not understood his 
instructions, or else he had forgotten them. For he’soon sent his 
inflammable message to the Veterans of Foreign Wars, meeting 
in Chicago, in which he took a determined stand against the 
national policy laid down to him by his governmental superiors. 
Mr. Truman was able to suppress the message after it was brought 
to his attention, but not until the damage was done, for it was 
published anyway. . 


No c ain The President later went to Wake Island for a meet- 

ing with the General, in which he sought to enlighten 
him first hand on our aims and objectives. It ended on a cordial 
note, but apparently accomplished nothing. 

There were a number of minor intervening incidents before one 
of the final acts of the drama opened on March 20. On that day 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff sent the General a confidential memo on 
what we were planning to do in an effort to bring about a cease- 
fire agreement with the Chinese Communists. His reaction to the 
proposal was merely asked. He did not reply, but‘came out with the 
proposal himself’and threatened to bomb China if it was rejected. 

This forced the Joint Chiefs of Staff to send MacArthur a new 
warning, reminding him of the President’s directive and saying 
“any further statements by you MUST be co-ordinated as pre- 
scribed in the order of 6 December,” which was the date of the 


Presidential directive. 

. MacArthur’s response to this warning was to 
Martin Letter write his letter to House Minority Leader Joe 
Martin, read on the floor of the House on April 5. In the letter, 
obviously designed for publication, he again raised the controversy 
over the failure to give him authority to bomb China at will and 
our refusal to use Chiang’s forces on Formosa, with a repetition 
of his thoughts about Asia being the battleground for stopping 
Communism. 

MacArthur must have known the furor that would be created 
by his letter to Martin, written in utter disregard of the new warn- 
ing he had received only a short time before. The strange sequence 
of events points suspiciously to a martyr complex.

No Bridge Raises in the Wind 


If you are figuring on jacking up a bridge, don’t do it when the wind is 
blowing. That is the advice of the U. S. Engineers who are raising the big con- 
crete span over the Savannah River on the road between Lincolnton, Ga., and 
McCormick, S. C. When we made the crossing the other day, we wondered what 
went on to occasion the one-way, light-controlled traffic up one steep temporary 


trestle and down another. 


(The bridge looks like a half-scale model of that 


engineering triumph across the Cooper River at Charleston.) Now we know the answer, thanks 


to The Elberton Star. 


The Savannah bridge, over a quarter of a mile long and 50 feet high, must 


be raised 17 feet to keep the road from being submerged when the gates close at Clark’s Hill dam. 


' For several months the engineering crews 
have been laying the groundwork for the hiking 
job. They’ll jack it up in four sections, each 
section two and a half feet at a time. The lift- 
ing will take place around the clock and traffic 
will be permitted to cross every other hour. 

“A believe-it-or-not angle,” says The Elberton 
paper, “is the provision that no jacking can be 
done if the wind is blowing more than 15 miles 
an hour.” The danger is that a stiff wind might 
blow a section out of line while it is being raised.

velt our people took new heart and new’ hope. 


and Congress co-operated to take the necessary 
législative steps to puf us on our feet again. 

First, to feed hungry people and give them 
jobs. Second, to reorganize our economy so 
that our people were protected—in their jobs, 
ownership of their homes, their old age, their 
savings, their investments and in many other 
ways. 

Some among us fought the necessary adjust- 


ments and chahges, a minority but a powerful © 


minority. 
But our people won through; and so you 
find them prosperous and strong today.

Advice That Will Pay Off 


Continuing our discussion of the need for knowing how the various plants fit 
into am individual farming program, an interesting and important bit of informa- 


tion comes to mind at once.

The subject is “Field Conditions That Aid in the 
Fall-Sown Cover Crops,” and is dated March 19, 1951. 


The discussion has to 


do with various fall-sown plants such as small grain, clovers and grasses and how they got along 


under the bitter Winter conditions. 

Here is the summary-—-Pasturemen will find 
in it a considerable amount of very useful in- 
formation. We quote the bulletin: - 

“1. Withott exception, we got our best stands 
on land that was built up through conservation 
farming methods. This was true on both crop 
land and grazing land. 

“2 Early, well-fertilized stands of grass and 
legumes resulfed in better ground cover for Win- 
ter, protection than late plantings. | 

“3. Muleh residues from ‘sericea’ and _ kudzu 
furnished ideal conditions for new seedings, after 
the land was fertilized and disked. | 

“4. Care must be used to avoid damage to 
stands of perennial legumes by severe disking— 
the life of sericea stands was shortened by 
dishing. ; , 

“§. Early seeding was particularly necessary 
on Clean seedbeds.

“6. Early stands produced more Winter pas- 
ture than late stands.” 


If a farmer wants to do a little speculating on 
the subject of pasture management he can find 
plenty of material in this summary. For ex- 
ample, the fact that early stands produced more 
Winter pasture than late stands. This would 
mean that.the annual would do better if planted 
in middle August or early September (I would 
say middle August). 

Which among our Summer plants could take 
a disking at this time? Or, if the Winter annual 
is to planted on clean seedbeds, which of our 
Summer annual grazing plants should be turned 
under and made into the seedbed? 

It is un interesting and exciting subject, this 
business of. making and *majntaining year-round 
pastures..

A Gray Conformity Falls on Life

Third in a series of articles on Argentina 


Mussolini's autarchy has been paralleled in Argentina by General Peron’s campaign for “eco- 
nomic independence” from the United States and Britain. Where Mussolini and Hitler were against 
“the pluto-democracies” as well as Communism, General Peron is anti-capitalist and anti-Communist. 


One next comes to a truly striking parallel. 
Mussolini invented Fascism, gave it a name, seized 
power in 1922, gradually began integrating his 
power into a totalitarian structure and only then 
—1925-26—was able to come up with a Fascist 
doctrine. 


General Peron is doing exactly the same thing 
with his “justicialismo” or third position between 
capitalism and Communism, which he formulated 
in 1947, four years after taking power. 


His original slogan, “Neither Moscow nor 
Wall Street,” might just as well have been 
Mussolini's. The cloudy doctrines of justi- 
cialigsm, such as “‘social justice,” with the 
Government seeing to it that ne one part of 
society exploits another have no practical 
meaning but serve a valuable political pur- 
pose. Justicialism is attractive, it sounds 
good, and above all, it serves as a cloak be- 
hind which General Peron and Peronism can 
seize all power. 


That, of course, is the final decisive aim, and 
it is where Peronism resembles all other totali- 
tarian structures. General Peron still has a cer- 
tain. distance to go before achie®ing an integral 
structure, but he is a long way toward it. Like 
all Fascist governments, the Peron .regime has 
kept democratic forms, such as separate execu- 
tive, legislative and judicial powers, but they are 
only forms. The judiciary, for instance, is now 
completely purged of independent as well as 
anti-Peronist judges and Argentine justice, is 
now political. 


General Peron abolished the liberal Constitu- 
tion of 1853, based on the United States Consti- 
tution, and introduced his own which, however, 
is much of a dead letter. It guarantees liberty 
of the press, for instance, but there is no freedom 
of the press. In other words; the rule of law has 
been abolished. 


There is no longer genuine free enterprise, 
because the Government exercises the widest 
¢controls, iricluding the vicious one of “interven- 
tion.” The noted drug eencern of Massone was 
intervened in the most cruel and unscrupulous 
fashion and expropriated because its proprietor 
refused to contribute to the Eva Peron Social Aid 
Foundation. The same thing happened to the 


noted candy factory Mumu. Now it has happened 


to La Prensa. 


Civil rights are disappearing fast, with the 
radio completely controlled, the press almost so, 
public meetings circumscribed, phones tapped, 
letters opened and porters, servants and waiters 
used as Government or police spies. There is a 
Federal police that often knocks on.doors at 2 
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-fast-breaking events, even the proverbs. 


a.m. and takes people away to be questioned or 
impriséned without habeas corpus and with little 
hope of true justice, since justice is Peronist. 


So one naturally finds here as in all to- 
talitarian regimes a reign of fear. Publishers 
do not dare print books unfavorable to the 
regime’s ideas; teachers carefully eschew 
criticism; citizens avoid discussing Peronism 
in front of servants. A gray conformity is 
descending on public life. 


In a speech on justicialism Dec. 19, 1950, 


General Peron said: 


“We've no desire to make propaganda; we 
only desire that our truth (justicialism) should 
be known, because we don’t want to export our 
truth.” 

Mussolini once said: “Fascism isn’t for ex- 
port.” Premier Stalin had a policy of “socialism 
in one country.” Justicialism in reality has inter- 
national aspects that General Peron himself 
enunciated, but it has not yet caught on outside 
of Argentina. 

The attack 6n La Prensa has to bé fitted 
into this pattern and into the whole atmosphere 
of internal struggle for power and for a come 
pletely totalitarian state.

- Mitehell and MacArthur 


History has an ironic habit of repeating itself. Just a quarter 
of a century ago Gen. Douglas MacArthur was a member of the 
court-martial which found the late Brig. Gen. William Mitchell 
guilty. The charge was violation of the Ninety-sixth Article of 
War, and specifically that Gen. Mitchell’s conduct had been preju- 
dicial to military discipline and tended to bring discredit on the 
military service. 

Actually “Billy” Mitchell was convicted and suspended from 
the Army because he refused to be silent. Twenty-six years later 
one-of the men who pronounced sentence upon him has been relieved 
of his command because he refused to keep silent. 

There are, of course, striking differences in the two casés. 
Gen. Mitchell voiced his criticism of this country’s air policy in 
peacetime. Subsequent events proved how prophetically right he 
was in his crusade for air power. Gen. MacArthur disregarded the 
directives of his superior officers in time of war. The future will 
tell how right he ig now, 


on Gen. Mitchell in 1925 had, as does MacArthur 
Good Record today, a notable military record. He was the 
father of America’s military air force. He had been the first 
American officer to fly over the enemy lines in World War I. He 
rose to the command of the entire air force of the United States 
Army in Europe. 

When Gen. Mitchell was brought to trial in Washington in 1925, 
Gen MacArthur held the rank of major general and commanded the 
Sixth Corps Area, with headquarters in Baltimore. Gen. Mitchell, 
long after he had resigned from the Army, wrote his own account 
of the court-martial. His manuscript was not made public until 
his death. His friends believed it may have been intended as part 
of a frank autobiography—to be published posthumously. It was 


later used in a book, “Billy Mitchell,” by Emile Gauvrea and Lester 
Cohen, published in 1942. 


Interesting In the light of the current chapter in Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s career, Gen. Mitchell’s comment is inter- 
esting. He wrote: 


MacArthur, whom I admired for his courage, his audacity 
and sincerity, surely could not be a part of this. But there he 
was, his features as cold as carved stone. I had fought under 
his father, Gen. Arthur MacArthur, in the Philippine Insurrec- 
tion. We had even discussed what might be done some day if 
Japanese Imperialism should embark on a southward course. 
And here was his son, a brave soldier, appointed to strip me 
in midcareer, in an argument over a machine which might some 
day save the Philippine Islands.. He is back there now (in 
1935) directing the organization of the national defense of the 
Commonwealth Government which no battleships could pro- 
tect from an air attack. Perhaps by this time MacArthur 
can see it all with an open mind. No man in his position could 
have a greater opportunity. Something can be learned in 10 
years—even by some generals. 

But MacArthur certainly had not grasped the significance 
of my trial in 1925. I still believe he erred honestly, Men 
grow in stature by admitting their own mistakes. Douglas has 


developed that quality. But perhaps I am a better judge of 
planes than of men.

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| Defenses and Not Springboards 


A week has passed since the firing of Gen. MacArthur, and the earth still 


travels its orbit. 


This possibly comes as a surprise to some Republicans. The 


General has flown homeward into the rising sun on a well-documented trip and 
today there is the climax when he addresses a joint meeting of both houses: of 
Congress. Through press and radio and television his views will be stated to the 


millions who have been debatin 


there is a lot riding on what he says. 


g the justice of the dismissal of the General, and 
The extremes of partisanship in this case involve the fun- 
_damentals of the American approach toward stemming Communist aggression throughout the world. 


This in a large measure is so because of the personalities involved and not because of the issues. 
The President, sometimes referred to as “that Harry Truman,” can do no right in the view of many 


persons and this doubly is true in the instance 
of the sacking of the hero of the Pacific. 


In firing MacArthur, the President did what 
he had to do, and what his advisers thought he 
had to do, to maintain constitutional government 
and to maintain the integrity of this country’s 
position in its struggle against Communism in 
the world. A plan had been in operation for 
many months. Gen. MacArthur would have no 
part ofthe script, so they took him out of the cast. 


Now the production itself is on trial, and 
what MacArthur says today will be hailed 
as correct by many because he is Douglas 
MacArthur and because Harry Truman is 
“that Harry Truman.” 


The unfortunate sufferer in this conflict of 
personalities will be the nation’s plan for com- 
batting Communism. The plan will go on un- 
doubtedly, for Gen. Eisenhower will stay in 
Europe and we will continue to bolster that con- 
tinent as the keystone of our defense against the 
Reds, but the program will be shaken by the 
jarring impact of the Truman-MacArthur affair. 


There are a tremendous number of factors 
in the General’s favor in a “policy debate” when 
it is considered that he draws support from many 
for reasons which have no strict bearing on the 
fundamentals. 


There is no denying, first, that he is a hero 
to a large segment of the population, for he led 
the fight in the Pacific and since the war has 
maintained from his outpost beyond the setting 
sun a position of power and correctness in ad- 
ministering the affairs of the defeated Japa- 
nese. Then, there is the “we don’t like Truman 
regardless” section: they are cheering lustily for 
Mac. And there is the group, regardless of poli- 
tics, which thinks the General just plain got a 
raw deal. Wrapping all this up is the hard Re- 
publican opposition to the present Administration. 

What is important today when the General 
speaks is the consideration of the issues. 


Many months ago the Government set forth 
on the path which subsequently found Mac- 
Arthur opposition and which led to his firing. 

Individually, those moves by the Truman Ad- 


ministration gained support at the times of their

While all this was going on, MacArthur was 
on the other side of the world doing an able job 
of administering the victory we had won over 
the Japanese. There was Communist pressure 
there, too, but not as perilous as that in Europe, 
where the Russians had pushed their power 
through the satellite states and jam up against 
the outmost rim of democracy. In Asia, Chiang 
Kai-shek’s regime was chased from the mainland 
and the vast land reservoir and unskilled re- 
sources of China were at the. disposal of the 
Communists, but there was no Ruhr at the Red 
fingertips and there was no tremendous asset of 
skilled and educated people to be pressed into 
the machinery of the Kremlin slave state. 


The emphasis stayed on Europe, and it re- 
mains there by Adminstration policy despite the 
United States’ and the United Nations’ move to 
halt the new Red aggression on Korea. 


The American policy is to build a world 
core of resistance to Communism and to com- 
bat any infringement on that perimeter. That 
is being done in Korea, and the building is 
being accelerated in Europe. 


Gen. MacArthur has wished to strike out from 
that perimeter. We have not done so in Europe 
and we have not done so in Asia, in face of the 
aggravating frustration of being unable to smash 
at the origins of the Red offensive in Korea. To 
strike from the perimeter, either in Europe or 
Asia, probably would bring World War III.

Legal Twist 


In Status of 
Adopted Ones 


By GLADYS BEVANS 

In so far as it was possible 
without spending more than a 
week’s daily tolumns on the 
subject, I recently discussed 
here the matter of adoption. 

In connection with this matter 
of legal adoption, there was one 
facet of it of which I was quite 
ignorant. Let me quote a read- 
er’s letter: 

“Dear Mrs. Bevans: 

“IT should like to call to your 


| attention the fact that children 
_ of the previous marriage are not 
| considered under the law to be 
any relation to the second wife 


or husband; and upon the death 
of the stepmother or stepfather, 
if the children have not been 
legally adopted by either, they 
have no claims upon the estate. 
This fact is not generally known 
and causes many heartaches. 

“I will describe one case. The 
father of two children remarried 
when these children were very 
young. The so-called stepmother 
brought them up as her own, 
and she loved them and they 
loved her as much. 

“The father died and left ev- 
erything to the mother, and the 
children never asked her to 
make a will for everybody 
thought that they became her 
legal children upon the remar- 
riage. When the mother died, it 
was: discovered that under the 
law they were not related to her 
at all and her entire estate was 
distributed among cousins of 
hers who lived in a foreign 
country. The children received 
nothing. 

“Knowing this case so well, I 
think it would be splendid if 
you would call these facts to the 
attention of all stepfathers and 
stepmothers.”

Of 
course we do, but are we able 
to’take this theme and follow 
through with one of the cardi- 
nal principles of the PTA, that 
all children are our children, 
that we feel a responsibility for 
every child and that no child is 
safe until all children are 
safe’?” 

Mrs. Hobbs moved her lis- 
teners to a high degree of 
emotion when she said that 
“there should be a more serene 
and wholesome world into 
which a child is born, a world 
that will inspire and aid him in 
growing into a citizen who will 
be an asset rather than a 
liability.” 

On Thursday morning, Dr. 
John I, Goodlad, acting director 
of Teacher Education at Emory, 
will tell convention delegates 
about the “Citizen Child—His 
Leisure Time Activities.” 

“What do I mean by leisure 
time?” he asked Tuesday. “To 
my mind, it is that time with 
which we do whatever we 
want to do without any feel- 
ings of compulsion whatsoever. 
A situation that frequently 
complicates leisure time activi- 
ties in relation to the home and 
family is that we fail to recog- 
nize the developmental stages 
of children. The peer group, 
or the group of youngsters with 
whom a child associates at any 
given age is a more important 
educational force in his life 
than is the school or his home. 
What, then, are our résponsi- 
bilities as parents and as teach- 
ers in relation to these leisure- 
time activities? 

“We must learn the develop- 
mental levels of children; we 
must enrich the child’s en- 
vironment by surrounding him 
with wholesome things from 
which to choose; we must leave 
him freedom of choice; he must 
learn to share and get along 
with others and we must see 
that children change their be- 
havior in ways that are good 
and protected from evil.” 

Dr. Paul Weaver, Dean of Re- 
ligious Education at Stephens 
College, in Columbia, Mo., one 
of the keynote speakers at the 
Wednesday night session, told a 
packed auditorium that “what 
we need to do is to avoid strip- 
ping our lives of the dynamic 
and worthwhile drives that help 
us achieve real satisfaction!” He 
said that the three paramount 
needs are to have something in 
life to hope for: to have some- 
thing to do, and to have some- 
thing to love. 

“We are not doing so well in

living up to the ideals of our 
democracy, for life in America 
seems to have become too much 
a life of fear,” said Weaver. “We 
seem to have forgotten the basic 
objectives of life and our pur- 
poses in it. We are searching 


for wisdom but too often fail to 
understand the inherent mean- 
ing of that wisdom in terms of 
life’s purposes.” 

Dr. E. B. Norton, of Florence, 
Ala., National chairman on the 
Committee on School Education, 
said Wednesday morning that 
“we must snap out of any atti- 
tudes of complacency that might 
be associated with such noble 
sentiments and face up.,to, the 
responsibility they imply.” 

“It is a fearsome and awe- 
some thing to be responsible for 
children in a free society in 
times like these. We are actual- 
ly losing ground in this busi- 
ness of training children unless 
we as parents are more effi- 
cient than the parents of earli- 
er days; unless we as teachers 
are better than our predeces- 
sors in our dealing with chil- 
dren; unless we as parents and 
teachers continue to study and 
improve ourselves and lastly, 
unless we, are recruiting into 
the teaching profession choice 
young people. The National 
Congress is completely dedicat- 
ed to the welfare of all children 
and all youth.”

Walker, a $7,500 Hand-Me-Down, 
Became Dodgers’ Greatest Bargain 


On a somnolent Spring day—and that adjective could 
describe most any day in Lakeland, Fla—a group of base- 
ball camp followers had collected in the hospitality den of 
the Detroit Tigers after an exhibition game. Traveling 
Secretary Clair Berry was the accredited host, assisted most 
ably and colorfully by Dizzy Trout, who wore a Scotch cap 
but wasn’t having any. 

Senior citizen present was H. G. Salsinger, a distin- 
guished Detroit sports editor who rivals Connie Mack both 
in longevity and physical stature. He saw the sprout Ty 
Cobb break in. He was there when Walter Johnson pitched 
his first big league game against Detroit, and lost. He re- 
members Hughey Jennings’ first mulish “Hee- yaw!” He 
has lived baseball’s history from the day-coach travel to 
the chartered airliner, from the boarding house to the 
classiest hotel in town. 

One of the greatest puzzles of his long life, he said that after- 
noon, did not feature one of these or any other of the American 
League’s immortals. It was based on an outfielder who joined the 

oie: . Tigers as a 28-year-old in a six-player 
deal with the Chicago White Sox in 1938. 
The Sox had picked him off the Yankees’ 
waiver list for $7.500, nursed him through 
a season of recuperation from a delicate 
shoulder operation and then dealt him 
off to the Tigers with fading tradesmen, 
Pitcher Vern Kennedy and Infielder Tony 
Piet, for Outfielder Gerald Walker, Catch- 
er Mike Tresh and Infielder Marv Owen. 
In the middle of the next season, the 
Tigers asked waivers on him, got a bite 
from Brooklyn, and for the second time 
in a career that couldn’t get started, Fred 
Walker went for $7,500. He had been 
turned down by the seven other American 
League clubs and half. the National 
League, though he had hit .302 for the 
White Sox and .308 in his one full year 
in Detroit. Even as he left, he went with 
a .305 average.

. ever saw, but I don’t consider it one of the worst mistakes 

Detrait ever made. The same thing would never have happened 
to him there. Now, what is the answer?” 


It was about a week later among a National League group who 
had seen Dixie emerge from his coccoon in the Borough of Brooklyn. 
They had more answers than a Republican Congress for a Demo-" 
cratic President, but by the close of the disorganized session their 
conclusions had been verbally established. 


For one thing, when Dixie went to Brooklyn, he became 
a voting citizen. He never went home for the Winters, but went 
into business there and lived with the people who paid to see 
him play in the Summer. 


His arrival became associated with great prosperity in Brook- 
lvn.-for_in 1941 he helped turn out the first: Dodger pennant since 
Wilbert: Robinson's Superbas of 1920. His stand in Brooklyn was 
spent under two modern box office magicians, Larry MacPhail and 
Branch Rickey. The Brooklyn management insisted that the players 
get out* among the people and let themselves be seen as mortals, 
not only as puppets on Leo Durocher’s string. Public appearances 
were booked for them around the borough, and among the more 
willing speakers was Dixie, who had prepared himself with a how- 
to-win-friends-and-influence-pennants course, 


Rickey Saw the Fading Light First 


“Dixie and Peewee Reese would go anywhere, any time to 
make a speech,” a Brooklyn writer said, “and Dixie got to be quite 
a speaker. His Southern accent caught on with the fans, and they 
loved that name ‘Dixie.’ He was kind to the press and the press was 
kind to him. He was something that had never happened to Brook- 
lyn before. Besides, he developed into quite a hitter, and that carries 
a lot of weight with Dodger fans. He may not have looked too much 
like an athlete, but he acted like one.” 


It is almost significant that when Walker went, Rickey 
wasn't long following. Though the two events were without 
connection, the inference is that Walker’s exit ended a definite 
era in Brooklyn. . There have been magazine aspersions cast at 
Dixie and alleged differences with Rickey, especially concern- 
ing the new baseball race. 


Dixie, however, speaks only in admiration for Rickev. “I found 
out what an amazing baseball man he is when he traded me to 
Pittsburgh while I was still of market value, I noticed that I began 
to hit to left field a lot when I thought I was meeting the ball as 
well as I always did. That was the first sign that my precision was 
going, and Rickey caught it right off. 

“That’s the first thing that goes with a hitter. He thinks he’s 
getting the bat around as well as ever, but he’s not. He never quite 
meets the ball right _— Rickey saw it in me and that’s when he 
got rid of me W while I was still worth something in a trade.”
